Mr. Benhia proposed an amended claim 21 to obviate the outstanding rejection under 35 (JSC 1 12 discussed in the 

miscellaneous Office action (paper no. 26). The Examiner stated that this proposed amendment and similar amendments 

in the applicable claims would obviate the " 1 1 2" rejections. Mr. Benhia further inquired as to whether the claims 

previously indicated as allowable were still considered to be allowable since no indication of such was given in the 

previous Office action (paper no. 24). Mr. Dexter stated that while further consideration would be given to all of the 
claims upon receipt of applicant's response, the claims indicated as allowable, specifically claims 1, 12- 19 and 2 1-34, are 
still considered to be allowable over the prior art of record.
